WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Stren- 
uous opposition to active Federal 
regulation of telephore rates and 
service was voiced before the Sen- 
 gte Committee of Interstate Com- 
merce today by Walter 8. Gifford, 
who, as president of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Ce. di- 
rects the country’s telephone sys- 
tem. He appeared to be surprised, 
if not pained, by the iaughter 
which greeted his statement that 
he was “very well satisfied” with 
the present system of state regula- 
tion. 

On several occasions Senators ex- 
pressed difficulty im reconciling 
portions of Gifford'’s testimony 
with other portions. For instance, 
he deciared that unless the tele- 
phone company is permitted to 
earn 8 per cent on its invested 
capital, “it cannet give good tele- 
phone service,” although a few 
minutes eartier he had testifed that 
the company’s present rate of re- 
turn was between 6% and 6% per 
cent and had expressed the belief 
that its service approached perfec- 
tion. 


Again, after aeclaring that regu- 
lation should be left mainly to State 
commissions, on the ground that 
98% -per cent of telephone busi- 
ness is intrastate traffic, he assert- 
ed in reply to another question, 
that the valuation of the property, 
on which rates are based, “is ¢s- 
sentially a constitutional question 
that must be determined by the 
Federal courts.” 

Senator Brookhart was prompt- 
ed to suggest that what Gifford ap- 
parently wanted was a system of 
regulation whereby the company 
could take advantage of the uigh 
rates granted by some Siate Com- 
missions, while appealing to the 
Kederal courts from the decisions 
of State Commissions that are not 
so generous. 

Nearly Half Billion Surplus. 

The A. T. & T. is now paying 
dividends of $9 on the $100 par 
valve of its stock, and had accu- 
inulated a surplus of $470,000,000 
a year ago, Gifford disciosed. The 
present surplus, soon to be an- 
nounced, would be considerably 
higher, he said. 

Gifford declared emphatically 
for local regulation, and testified 
that, in his opinion, Federal regu- 
lation of the interstate telephone 
business would result ultimately in 
complete Federal regulation of in- 
trastate business as well. Yet, at 
a different stage of his testimony, 
he said that the Federal Govern- 
ment through the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, already rvgu- 
lated the interstate telephone busi- 
ness.

Under the orig- 
inal provision, the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Attorney-Géneral 
would have drawn up the regula- 
tions jointly. 

The bill also was amended to 
change the name of the New Bu- 
reau of Industrial Alcohol and Nar- 
cotics under the Treasury to mere- 
ly the Bureau of Industrial Alco- 
hol. This action was taken, Chair- 
man Williamson of the committee 
said, in order to prepare a way for 
the other measures now under con- 
sideration for the setting up of @ 
separate bureau to handle permits 
dealing with narcotics under the 
Treasury Department. 
Representative Cochran (Dem.), 
Missouri, and Representative Colton 
{Rep.), Utah, received permission 
to file separate statements with the 
committee report in opposition to 
the amendments to place the regu- 
lation of industrial alcohol permits 
under the Attorney-General, but 
give the Secretary of the Treasury 
the power to administer these per- 
mits. Cochran said his statement 
would constitute a minority report, 
as “it is my opinion that one Cabi- 
net officer should not dictate to 
another Cabinet officer how he 
should conduct a bureau, the re- 
sponsibility with which he is 
charged.” Colton concurred with 
Cochran in this view. : 

As amended, the measure retains

BILL AS AMENDED 


In Address, Counselor De- 
clares That Under It 
City’s Rights Are Fully 
Protected. 


WANTS EADS PROJECT 
KEPT SEPARATE 


Replies to Arguments as to 
Payment for Approaches 
and Abolition of Differ- 
ential. 


An Official defense of Mayvur Mil- 
ler’s bridge bill, with the Eads 
Bridge matter eliminated, was giv- 
en by City Counselor Muerch in 
an address yesterday at ‘he City 
Club. 

Answer was given to several of 
the objections to the measure made 
by speakers at the public hesring 
Tuesday night before the special 
bridge committee of the Board of 
Aldermen when no spokesman ap- 
peared to give the administration's 
views. Mayor Miller wags out of 
the city on official business at that 
time, and although Muench attend- 
ed the hearing, he did not partcici- 
pate in the discussion. 

Declaring that the bill as drawn, 
with reference to Eads Bridge tak- 
en out, fully protects the ‘ights of 
the city, Muench said it shou:d be 
enacted in order to put to work 
for the benefit of the city the huge 
structure which to date has cost 
the taxpayers more than $13,000.- 
000, including interest paid on 
bonds. On the city’s investinent m 
the bridge, Muench quotéi figures 
from the Comptrollier’s office which 
were published in Tuesday’s Post- 
Dispatch. 

Having made this investment, he 
said. it was only good business to 
try to Obtain the largest: possibie 
use of the bridge by ihe railroads 
in order that the city may benefit 
from the better movement of traf- 
fice and from the revenue the rail- 
roads would pay for using it. 

Paying for Bridge Apprvaches. 

He said that, when the bili was 
revised as suggested by Mayor Mil. 
ler, the question at issue would pve 
whether the city shouid pay for 
approaches to enable the Terminal 
Railroad Association to make full 
use of the bridge. It ‘s propose’ 
that the Terminal build the ap- 
proaches, the cost of whicn has 
been estimated at $3,250,000 and 
that the city purchase them, at 
cost, plus 5 per cent interest, ap- 
plying thereon the excess of rev- 
enue due from the Termina) fer 
using it over and above the carry- 
ing costs, including maintenance 
and operation. 

Speakers at the public hearing 
said the ordinance should contain 
definite limitation of the cost of 
the ayproaches. Muench thought 
this unnecessary, pointing out that 
the @P proaches were to be bulilit 
under the supervision of the Board 
of Public Service and according to 
plans and specifications approved 
by it, 

“I think we have a right to trust 
our public officials in this,” he 
said, explaining the impossibility of 
estimating the exact cost of such 
structures in advance. 

“The only difference,” he said, 
“between this ordinance and thd 
general bridge ordinance, under 
which all railroads have the right 
to use*the bridge on equal terms, 
is that here the city agrees to pur- 
chase the approaches and under 
the general ordinance it would 
merely have the option to buy 
them. Since the city has bullt oth- 
er approaches for the benefit of 
two small railroads, I believe it not 
only fair that it pay for the ap- 
proaches that would enable much 
larger use of the bridge ard bring 
in enough revenue to make the 
bridge’ self-supporting, but I also 
believe it is to be the best interést 
of the city that the entire struct- 
ure, including all approaches, be, 
municipally owned and controlled.” 

Rules Out Differential. 

Muench referred to arguments 
made at the public hearing that the 
city should bargain with the Ter- 
minal for removal of the freight 
differential on traffic from- within 
the 100-mile zone as a condition to 
giving,the Terminal Association the 
right to use the bridge and agree-. 
ing to purchase the ig sania it 
would build. 

He pointed out. that the United 
States Supreme Court had upheld 
this differential charge, that it lay 
under the jurisdiction of the Inter-

George Barnett, a lawyer of 
Webster Groves, told how he had 
resigned as a supervi--r of the 
Webster Groves sewer district 
when one of the attorneys for the 
di:trict sought to collect fees for 
his services after counsel had 
agreed to work for nothing. 

“[ concluded,” Barnett con- 
tinued, “that there was a tremend- 
ous conspiracy to enrich a few at 
the expense of the taxpayers, so I 
resigned to have the pleasure of 
fighting the law.” 

Barnett -sserted the law was 
“despicable, atrocious and iniquit- 
ous.” 

Robert A. Thomann, one of the 
lawyers who recently filed a peti- 
tion in Circuit Court for establish- 
ment of the River des Peres sewer 
district, to serve a large suburban 
area north and west of University 
City, explained he conceded there 
were defects in the sewer law but 
that residents had sought to form 
the district to forestall attempts 
of the “sewer ring” to get control 
there.

TUBERCULOSIS DEATH RATE 
IN '29 LOWEST EVER IN U, S, 


Statistician Reports End of Fight 
on Disease Will Be ia Sight 
by 1940. 

The national death rate from tu- 
berculosis in 1929 will be the tow- 
est ever recorded in the United 
States with the compiling of coni- 
plete figures, according to the Tu- 
berculosis and Health Society of 
St. Louis. Figures obtained by 
Jessamine A. Whitney, statistician 
for the National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation, from several large cities 
and reports from 1500 local tuber- 
culosis associations indicate a new 
low level has been reached, 

Notwithstanding unfavorable con- 
ditions at the beginning of 1929, 
when'’the prevalence of influenza 
had a marked effect on the num- 
ber of deaths from tuberculosis, 
the year as a whole was good from 
a public health standpoint, Whit- 
ney’s report states. Deaths were 
fewer during August and Septem- 
ber than in any other months dur- 
ing 1929 or the two previous years. 

The report says the end of the 
fight’ against tuberculosis will be 
in sight by 1940. Since 1910 the 
tuberculosis death rate has de- 
creased steadily, dropping from 210 
deaths the 100,000 population to 
79.2 the 100,000 in 1928.

Swing quoted fron. the congres- 
sional debates which attended the 
enactment of the iaw to show that 
the words “public interest” were in- 
tended to have exactly the opposite 
meaning of that given them by Fin- 
ney. He added that the very lan- 
guage placed in the law for the 
public’s protection was being tor- 
tured into use as & weapon 
the public. 

Policy Rejected by Congress. 

The Finney worst. it followed 
by Wilbur in disposing of the 
Boulder Dam power, would have 
the effect of writing into the law.

Prime de Rivera by a magnificent faux pas has 
just succeeded in kicking himself out of office as 
Spain's Man on Horseback. He never was an im- 
pressive dictator. Where Mussolini openly scoffed 
at democracy, De Rivera preached that his one-man 
rule was training the people to govern themselves, 
and he would step out when they were able to do so. 
But he was beset by his ambition and by alternating 
hopes and doubts about the student’s ability, so his 
pronunciamentos were tinged accordingly. 

In recent years, De Rivera’s announcements of 
plans to retire became as frequent and as full of sig- 
nificance as the farewell tours of a prima donna. In 
the latest of these gestures, made at 4 o'clock in the 
morning, presumably after a bad night, Primo the 
atrically answered his critics and put the ‘matter up 
to the army and navy: if they wanted him to get out, 
he would resign in five minutes. The service men 
had been the fair-haired children of the administra- 
tion, and Primo thought he could depend on them 
te give a polite answer. Like other dictators, how- 
ever, he had an exaggerated idea of his own popt- 
larity. The reply, in faultless diplomatic language, 
gave Rivera his five minutes, and now he is out of « 
job. 

The eloguent Primo is never at a loss for some 
thing noble to say. “His language,” says Carleton 
Beals, “alternates between that of the bull ring and 
the pompous periods of a Pangloss.” So on retire 
ment he announces with mathematica! detail that he 
bas had 2326 days “filled with inquietude, responsi- 
bility and labor,” that he will rest a little and then, 
“if God wishes, | shall return to serve Spain until I 
die.” Whether this is a threat or a promise Spain 
does not know just now, but there will be no tears 
over the change in masters. 
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A REMEDY FOR COUNTY SEWER TROUBLES. 

It isn’t often that the people have a ready remedy 
within their grasp for objectionable conditions of 
government, but such a condition exists in the St. 
Louis County sewer situation. There has been @ 
steady increase of complaints against the operation 
of the county sewer law, which were accentuated re 
cently by the mysterious suit filed by a former sewer 
engineer over money which he claims to have given 
to an outsider. 

The chief objections to the law, which already has 
resulted in the formation of eight sewer districts 
and the expenditure of $401,096 for preliminary work, 
without a shovel being touched to the ground, have 
been that it taxes property not needing or benefiting 
from sewers, even when owners are opposed; that it 
permits district supervisors, appointed by the Cir- 
cuit Court, to levy taxes and issue bends without 
vote of the people, and that it permits supervisors to 
hire engineers and attorneys for unlimited fees. | 

The remedy at hand lies in the movement under 
way for a merger of St. Louis and the county as 
Greater St. Louis. it is possible, if the people ap 
prove this plan, that it will be im effect just one 
year hence, before county sewer construction shall 
have gone far. The projected metropolitan govern- 
ment will have authority, as recommended by a group 
of experts yesterday, to centralize maintenance 
and future construction of sewers ih a metropolitan 
Department of Sanitary Engineering. 

It is intended to evercome the objections to the 
present county system and te include modern me 
chimery for bandling the sewer problem. Among the 
incidental advantages will be provision for sewage 
disposal plants so that the contamination of the Mera- 
mec and eventually the Mississippi and Missogri riv- 
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er district would be abolished ultimately, but witheut 
serious effect on the existing boards of supervisors.

Moreover. at the last minute a 
still more drastic amendment was 
adopted, providing that in case of 
a contest between public and pri- 
vate agencies-for power sites, if the 
Original applications of the private | 
agencies appeared to be superior 
to those of the public agencies, the 
latter should be given an ‘oppor- 
tunity to revise their propositions, | 
and even to adopt those of their 
private competitors, in which. case 
the public agencies should be given 
the preference. 

“In short, Swing emphasised that 
Congress had taken-every ‘possible 
means to show “not merely an in- 
tent, but a determination” to give 
States and cities absolute. prefer- 
ence over private companies in de- 
veloping Government-ewned water 
power sites. 

Finney held that the preferen- 
tial rights of the states and mu-

Several other ministers spoke in 
behalf of greater stress on evan- 
gelism. The Rev. Dr. Edward &. 
Travers, rector of St. Peter's 
Church, said that he had preached 
from church steps in other cities 
and didn’t know but that he would 
preach from the steps of St. Pe- 
ter’s some day. A resolution pre- 
sented by the Rev. John 8. Bunt- 
ing, rector of the Chureh of the 
Ascension, calling for a committee 
of four clerical and four lay mem- 


bers to consider the matter of 
evangelism was unanimously 
adopted. 

The Rev. David -Coombs- of 


Louisiana, Mo., dean and mission- 
ary of the northern convocation, in 
speaking of the out-State problems 
of the Episcopal Church, said that 
“Darkest Africa does not present 
the challenge that rural Missouri 
does.” He said that “bigotry and 
superstition of the rankest kind are 
everywhere” and that “many of 
our people are losing their faith, 
and they ought to, unless we do 
something.” 

He said afterward that he had 
not intended to picture Missouri 
as worse off than other paris of 
the country end.felt sure the agme 
conditions could be found in other 
states: The Rev. Mr. Coombs was 
for some time a missionary in 
Labrador with Sir Wilfred Gren-. 
feli -He has been in Missouri siz 
years, coming from Connecticut.

Caulfield Releases Re- 
ports on Recommendations 
of Inspection Bureau:

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 30.— 
Fire hazards in the state eleeme- 
synary. educational and penal in- 
stitutions, which were pointed out 
in an inspection by the Missouri 
Inspection Bureau and - Missouri 
State Firc Prevention Association, 
are being eliminated so far as the 
type of construction of the build- 
ings permits, Gov. Caulfield an- 
nounced yesterday, after receiving 
reports from the various institu- 


tions. 
A survey of the buildings was 
made by Inspection Bureau, the 


central rating and inspection or- 
ganization for the fire insurance, 


vompanies invMissouri, and the fire 
prevention association at the re- 
yuedt of the State Survey Commis- 
3101. 

The report showed the fjre haz- 
ards existing in buiidings of each 
of the institutions which have been 
pointed out heretofore, and sug- 
gested means of reducing fire risks, 
Gov. Caulfield wrote to heads of 
each of the institutions, calling at- 
vention to the refort, and directing 
that the suggestions be carried out, 
as far as possibie, considering the 


type of buildings and funds avail- | 


able, 

Some of the buildings of the 
eleemosynary institutions have been 
classed as fire traps for years, and 
recommendations have been made 
at intervais that the bulldjngs be 
razed and modern ones con- 
structed. 

The fire prevention work done 
by the institutions has consisted of 
eliminating defects in electric wir- 
ing, safeguarding the heating sys- 
tems and other changes in equip- 
ment that will iessen fire hagards. 

At the Missouri State Sanatorium 
for Tubercular Patients at Mount 
Vernon, the heating system has 
been improved, numerous changes 
made in electricai wiring, and a 
vault built for X-ray films. The 
institution’s report to Caulfield 
stated it had met all the require- 
ments of the insurance inspectors 
The School for Blind, St. Louis, aiso 
reported it had made all changes 
hecessary to meet the requirements, 

Other institutions reported the 
recommendatiohs of the inspectors 
were being carried out as far as 
possibie, with the present facilities 
and funds, Caulfield said. 

Roy H. Monier, president of the 
State Board of Managers, told the 
| Governor additional fire-fighting 
equipment was being purchased for 
each of the institutions, and thar 
fire fighting companies would be 
formed by employes. The super- 
visor chosen for each of these com- 
panies will be sent to the State 
Hospital at St Joseph for a course
